The 
opigions of Washington, Jefferson, and the 
fathers of the Republic, North and South, up- 
on the slavery question, had not then been 
driven out of Southern society. No one in go- | 
ing there was forced to forswear his manhood, 
and become a cringing advocate of slavery. 
Remorseless barbarism has made fearful ad- 
vances there within the last thirty years. The 
freedom of speech and of the press is now as | 
effectually driven from the South as it can be 
from the most barbarous and despotic notions. 

This downward tendency has been gradual, 
but disastreus to Southern progress. Year by 
year emigration to the South has become less, 
while the West has been greatly profited by 
absorting nearly all of it. Not only has emi- 
gration to the South nearly ceased ; but for the 
last dozen years there has been a large emigra- 
tion from all the Northern Slave States to the 
free North-West. Enterprisinz young men 
with free and noble aspirations cannot endure 
thé degrading servility which the slave power 
imposes. And besides feeling both the desire 
and the necessity for personal exertion, they 
would not degrade themselves by competition 
with the megro.
